Albert Ellis’ unequivocal and de-

diated by those who made them. 

Seach repudiation of confessions is 
the rule rather than the exception, 
Circuit Attorney McDaniel said, foi- 
lowing the return of the Ellis in- 
dictment yesterday afternoon. 

“The repudiation,” McDaniel said, 
“usually 
has obtained a lawyer. The lawyer 
usually convinces the prisoner that 
he still has a chance, and the pris- 
oner, whose first feeling of remorse 
may have worn off, denies his con- 
feasion and says it was extorted 
him by itffroper methods on 
the part of the police. Sometimes 
the lawyer succeeds in preventing 
the intreduction of the confession 
as evidence. But usually con- 
fession has led to a line of corrobor- 
ative evidence, this, when 
worked up, may be strong enough to 
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make the case, independent of the 
oonfession.”

There 
was little in his appearance or atti- 
tude to suggest that he is officially 
entrusted by his Government with 
the expenditure of hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars for supplies and 
equipment. 

He came to this country about a 
year ago as the officially accredited 
Ambassador from the Soviet Gov- 
ernment. The State Department, 
however, to which he offered his 
credentials, declined to receive them. 
Since then he has remained in the 
country, working for the establish- 
ment of trade relations and the rec- 
ognition of his Government. He was 
questioned at great length by a Sen- 
ate investigating committee, and the 
Department of Justice instituted de- 
portation proceedings against him 
which are still pending.

There is practically no’ limit 
to what they may receive. Skilled 
mechanics and men who do heavy 
or dangerous work are highly paid. 
Government officials receive the 
salaries of skilled mechanics.
